Mra, Booth must have had an 
fron nerve to have stood ft and 
not turned back to civilization. 
She was entirely alone, except for 
her native carriers, and waa the 
only white woman to have ever 
made this journey. 

Practically half the book is 
devoted to Mrs. Booth’s journey, 
and it makes most interesting 
reading, concluding this part with 
her arrival in camp. 

The rest of the book describes 
the life in the camp, the training 
of the “boys,” camp discipline, 
bullding, gardening, sick parade, 
ate. 

After a lean start Mr. Booth 
atruck rich ground, and obtained 
as much as 700 ounces of gold in 


six weeks, 

Mrs, Booth rendered valuable 
service among the sick, both white 
and native, and her training as a 
nurse previous to her marriage 
enabled her to put her knowledge 
and skill to no mean test. She 
was even called upon to do minor 
amputations, and at one time dur- 
ing a jad outbreak of dysentery 
ahe cared for 186 in a hospital, 
Lerectad under her direction, where 
she managed with the help of only 
a few natives. She once had to 
practise a little fake witcheraft in 
order to cure a boy whoa imagined 
that he had some spirit devouring 
This internals! Unfortunately the 
extraordinary lack of gratitude 
among the natives must have made 
Mrs. Booth's task a very thankless | 
but she carried on nobly. The

Their astonishment at the ways 
and simplest inventions of the 
white man provide many inter: sting 
and amysing side-ligh'y on their 
mentulity. It is surprising to 
read that the “pidgin’ spoken by 
the “boys,” is almost the same as 
that uséd in Hong Kong. The 
word “maskee” is frequently used 
hy the natives. 

The journey to the coast after 
three years on the field was very 
dangerous, owing to the hostile 
attitude of the cannibal natives 
who obligingly supplied an escort 
armed with bows and arrows! 
This hair-raising company stalked 
Mr. Booth's party until they passed 
into another territory. One does 
not wonder that Mrs. Booth was ill, 
and had to delay her departure to 
Australia, after reaching the 
coast. 

Good photographs add interest to 
an already vastly interesting book, 
and the authoress deserves com- 
mendation in having made such a 
complete record of her adventures 
to pass on to others.

Af you are looking forward to a 
pleasant week-end with plenty of 
light literature, take this book with 
you. As goon o3 you ‘have read 
the opening chapter, and reached 
the lonely castle with its suspicious 
occupants, a doctor with a lean face 
dressed in immaculate Harley 
Street morning clothes keeping 
guard over a mysterfous and lovely 
Russian girl, and in terror of a 
secret pursuer, you will be sure that 
something ’pretty sinister’ fs 
brewing. It is. There are 
eryptograms, murders in the 
Geneva express, and the Secret 
Service engaged in mortal warfare 
with a certain notorious trio, 
officially known as Pip, Squeak, and 
Wilfred, and a loye story aa well, 
which, an unusual feature in 
novels of this kind, {is woven na- 
turally into the main plot, and is 
not incongruous with it, But do 
not begin to read too late; you 


will probably have little sleep, for, 
in the first place you will have to 
finish the book; and, in the second, 
you may wonder if it is wise to put 
out the light. 

ee ee Ne 
the desire of many to live in towns 
is largely responsible for the slum 
areas, and also for the enormous 
and rapid spread of disease 
wherever there are large numbers 
of people, 

Our forebears were famed for 
their longevity, and they, for the 
most part lived steady peaceful 
lives, followed the old motto of. 
“Early to ibed and early to rise,” 
and were satiaied with almple 
homely foods and comforts. No. one 
would shanker after those days, for 
advance is always preferable to 
remaining stationary or deteriorat- 
ing, but the subject which has come 
to the fore very much of late is, 
How to keep healthy and fit in the 
midst of all this whirl and progress. 

This little book on “How to Enjoy 
Health” (Extracts from Red Cross 
Journals throughout the World) 
deals with most of the health pro- 
blems of to-day.

artificial light treatment; motoring 
and headache; a business girl’s day; 
animals as disease transmitters;

The subjects are dealt with 
separately, a few pages being de- 
voted to each; there is much in- 
teresting information and valuable 
advice, and many present-day dan- 
gers explained with instructions as 
to how to avoid them; the language 
is neither technical nor “dry” but 
straightforward and simple and 
there are humorous touches intro- 
duced. Experiments on animals, 
chiefly rats, are described, so that 
the reader can realise for himself 
how our health can be either pre- 
served or dangerously affected by 
the most ordinary circumstances. 
He can read as he feels inclined, as 
each chapter is complete in itself, 
and the print is large and well 
spaced, he need have no fear of 
headache or eyestrain! 

For the modest sum of 2/6, this 
interesting little book is within the 
reach of all.

Hong Konz’s present 
Electricity ment, those 
who own 

Shanghai's electric concern, seem 
to be quite willing to part with it, 
we should say that those chiefly 
interested in the Hong Kong Elec- 
trie Co., Ltd., would be very re- 
luctant to have any change re- 
garding it, particularly after all 
the nice things said about it by at 
least one shareholder at Fri- 
day’s meeting — views doubt- 
less held by all the other share- 
holders present. There is no- 
‘thing like a satisfactory balance 
sheet, together, of course, with an 
equally satisfactory dividend for 
putting shareholders in a pleasant 
frame of mind.

they an evil, though; and, if so, 
a necessary evil? Some ‘of the 
“foreign-educated” Chinese of 
Malaya have been holding a de- 
bate on the Bubject. The debata 
was held, it is interesting to note, 
at the Chinese Christian Associa- 
tion and replies were made to 
criticism. Mr, K. T. Lim said 
his observation was that tho fir. 
ing of crackers was an expression 
of joy more than of any other 
feeling. ‘The making of noise was 
away of expressing enjoyment 
common to all mankind, The 
Wosterner was 2 victim of this 
common falling of mankind os 
much os the Chincse, only in his 
cuse the sound was organised, 
The Britlsher expressed his joy 
on thea King’s Bhrthay by the 
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the police courts and | 
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firing of 21 guns followed by the 
feu de joie. That was only one 
example. If there was any case 
against cracker firing, it was 
against excessive cracker firing, 
and against the use of the elec- 
trie cracker, which went off with 
such a great bang. “Hear, hear” 
from Hong Kong). The answer 
to those who spoke of the incon- 
venience caused to others by the 
Chinese custom was this: What 
about the 350 other days of the 
year on which the Chinese were 
disturbed by the mepry-makings 
of the European and other races 
that formed the remainder of the 
community ?

Mr. Tay Ah Bee 
said it seemed to 
him that a moun- 
tain was being 
made out of a 
molehill. He denied that cracker 
firing was largely a matter of 
superstition. The custom began 
in the time of the Yellow Emperor 
with the burning of bamhoos to 
produce a noise. The practice was 
continued owing to the destrue- 
tive effect of sulphur and nitrate 
on vermin, not owing to super- 
stitious beliefs. Each nation had 
its traditions, its customs, which 
were typical of it, which singled 
it out, which were the stamp of 
its individuality. The expression 
of the very great joy of the Chin- 
ese at the approach of their New 
Year was in the letting off of 
crackers, That was a habit that 
had come down to them for gen- 
erations, and they were being ask- 
ed to discard.it. The Chinese 
from whom such a suggestion 
came were of the same type that 
had become fanatically imbued 
with the craze for things West- 
ern. At that rate, if such a thing 
were possible, the fellow nationals 
of these denationalised people 
would be invited to change their 
high cheek bones, to turn their 
hair yellow, to remould the shape 
of their eyes—to become in fact 
anything but Chinese. The 
speaker urged his audience to 
cherish a custom that was 
peculiarly theirs, handed down 
through the ages.

The case for aboli- 
tion was put by Mr. 
Tan Teng-ban. He 
said that it was 
a practice that was 
costing thousands of dollars 
yearly—money that the Chinese 
might spend in alleviating the ills 
of their own nationals in China. 
There was also the fact that 
thereby the poor were spending 
money that cout be much better 
used, The object of cracker fir- 
ing was to propitiate the good 
spirits and frighten away the 
evil ones. These were days of ad- 
vancement, and such beliefs and 
practices were untenable and 
savoured of the Middle Ages. It 
was a ridiculous argument that 
the Chinese were honouring 
China by the observance of such 
customs, which were signs of no- 
thing but ancient superstition. 
It was superstition that had kept 
China back through the ages and 
that was the cause of the pre- 
sent chgos. A passenger through 
Chinatown at China New Year 
would see strings of crackers 
being iet off everywhere. The 
inconvenience to traffic, the dan. 
ger to property, the disturbance 
of the peace were facts too ob- 
vious to need detailing, and the 
speaker had heard of children 
being injured while letting off 
crackers. 


The Case 
for 
Abolition 


Dr. Lim Han-hoe 
criticised Mr. 
Tay Ah-bee’s at 
titude. He was 
standing up in a 
Scotch tweed coat, a neck-tie of 
German origin and American 
goggles, and deprecating Chinese 
fanaticism for things Western. 
He thought the fact that cracker 
firing was a nuisafice not only to 
the other races but also to those 
Chinese who felt disturbed by it 
was a good enough reason for 
them to consider giving ‘it up. 
Another speaker said it was o 
good thing that Mr. Tay Ah-bee 
had stopped aot the American 
goggles. _ What he meant was 
that there was such a thing as 
choosing from the other races 
only what was good. He thought 
it extremely. unjust that the 
Chinese should be asked to givé 
up a custom that was peculiarly 
theirs. At the conclusion of the 
debate a vote was taken, with the 
result that the nieeting was 
against the abolition of cracker 
firing by 26 votes to 17.

He is going Home on a mission of very vital importance 
to every resident of this Colony—our water supply. It is intended 
that he should lay before the Colonial Office the whole question 
of our water supply, including the Shing Mun Valley scheme. The 
unanimity with which the members of the Legislative Council have 
approved of the proposals ought to weigh with the powers-that-be 
at Home in endorsing the necessary expenditure. 

In view of the absolute necessity of an adequate water supply 
the Colonial Office may well be pardoned if it expresses the utmost 
astonishment at the years that have been frittered away and the 
yast sums of money that have been expended on the mere consjdera- 
tion of divers sthemes and at the tinkering in the past with the 
whole business. The “progress” that this Colony has made with the 
search for a satisfactory solution to its water problem in the past 
decade would have made even Rip Van Winkle break his legendary 
slumber and wonder if this island were really on the map at all 
during the past few decades. The inhabitants of some of the back 
blocks of Australia—where the paucity of water is a thousand times 
more deplorable than in Hong Kong—could give the Government of 
this Colony points and a beating in finding an actual remedy. Even 
old residents of Bangkok remember an occasion, before the days of 
artesian wells, when visitors had to wash their teeth of a morning 
with soda water and the hotels had to buy or borrow water from 
the Singapore steamers! Here there has never been any genuine 
hardships, except to the Chinese masses. Others may have suffered 
inconvenience through a lessened supply in the dry months. But it 
is safe to state that not one Government official has ever suffered 
the pangs of thirst whilst “On His Majesty's Service” here. Hence 
they have taken only an academical interest in the whole question. 
Hence there has never been any fixity of policy on the part 
of the Government. What the Governor of yesterday may approve 
the Governor of to-day may oppose—or vice versa. 

We may ruefully reflect on the hundreds and thousands of good 
dollars that have gone into the melting pot of procrastination in the 
years gone past. We may deeply deplore the lack of foresight that 
has not provided for the citizens of to-day an abundance of domestic 
water. We may righteously condemn the shocking waste of water 
that still obtains even in the heart of the city wherever a standpipe 
is in working order—and criticise the apparent error of judgment 
in not appointing a set of Waste Water Inspectors who would ensure 
that justice as regards the daily portion is meted out to al] and 
sundry alike. But all that could only have one result—a futile 
torrent of words, beside which Tennyson’s famous brook would be 
driven to dry up at long last for very shame. 

What does matter, and matter tremendously, is that the repre- 
sentative of the Public Works Department has sailed for Home and 
the glory of placing our waterproblem on the basis that it ought 
to have been at least half a decade ago. We can now discard the 
jamentations ard regrets of the past; drop our Jeremiahs overboard; 
and shout hilariously to the very hill tops: “Salvation is in sight at 
last: procrastination is dead; progress is very much alive: Long 
live the Water Authority” !!

It has been truly said that art 
is the flower of civilisation, the 
ornament of life. The artistic 
instingt is innate in man, and the 


ti 
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implanted in our nature, Coun- 
tries as well as private individuals 
are always vieing with each other 
in their acquisition of ancient art. 
In the “Times” recently there 


was prominently recorded the 
fact that a notable acquisition had 
been made by the Trustees of the 
British Museum. Jt is a life sized 
Ming pottery figure with colour- 
ed glazes of a Buddhist divinity 
dating from the sixteenth cen- 
tury. It has been added by Mr. 
Harvey Hadden. Chinese art, as 
ye all know, exercises a tremen- 
dous hold over the minds of con- 
noisseurs in Europe. It is not be- 
cause it is exotic or quaint, and 
something altogether outside the 
scope of Western art. It obvi- 
ously has enormous intrinsic 
value—a value which is duly ap- 
preciated by those who have de- 
voted a life time to act criticism 
and whose judgment can be 
trusted. In order to get to this 
point of view it is necessary to 
understand the canons of Chinese 
art, which after all are not as dif- 
ferent from our own as we might 
imagine. : They cannot be, for 
there is a universal appeal in 
true art or in the highest art. It 
transcends the loca! cireumstances 
and makes its claim upon the in- 
telligence of men in all places. It 
is necessary, however, to clear 
our minds of national prejudices 
and standards if we are going to 
judge art rightly. Though emo- 
tions are imprisoned in the 
several forms of art, there is a 
diversity in the manner of their 
expression; for this reason it is 
necessary to bring the mind to 
bear on such works in that calm 
and balanced state which alone 
can do justice to them. If the 
mind is not cleansed of the dust 
of accommodated prejudice it is 
incapable of receiving the hest 
impression of the picture it seeks 
to criticise. It would, therefore, 
seem that here we have a possible 
meeting ground of East and West. 
In such a sphere there can be no 
hatred, no petty quarrelling and 
jealousy, no misunderstanding, 
but a sincere appreciation of the 
value of each other’s work. Lan- 
guage may divide, trade may Icad 
to competition, politics to division, 
but true art binds nations to- 
gether in unity, begetting as it 
does an understanding that is un- 
attainable in other realms.

mines at all owing to the weather. 
Of course, as is always the case, 
there is some hitch in any trada 
boom of this nature. It is impos- 
sible to buy coal in London, ex- 
cept at the rate of 60s. per ton for 
kitchen coal, as against 258. de- 
livered in the colliery districts. 
The reason would seem to be that 
the coal merchants are unable to 
handle the stocks delivered at the 
railway sidings, which are full up 
with loaded trucks. Already many 
collieries are complaining that they 
cannot get trucks to carry the 
supplies which have been ordered, 

London still is being visited by 
the bursting of water and gas 
mains, and it is remarkable what 
a large number of people have Jost 
their lives by being accidentally 
gassed. A family of five ‘were 
wiped out at Eastbourne, and in 
other places there have been in- 
stances where two and_ three 
people have succumbed.

CARS IN AFRICA 


A Trading Opportunity 
For Britons 


Sir William Letts, president of 
- the Motor Trades Association, 
arrived at Southampton from 
- Cape Town on February 11 after 
his first visit to South Africa, 
iwhere he went to study the 
( motor-car situation at first hand. 
“There is a wonderful future,” 
| he said, “for the motor-car indus- 
try there. South Africa to-day, 
in my opinion, is in a very pros- 
‘nerous condition. Everybody is 
‘optimistic, and 1 think they are 
entitled to he. There is no motor- 
car manufacturing out there, but 
(wo well-known firms are assem- 
bling cars at Port Elizabeth. One 
purpose of my visit was to study 
the possibility of my firm putting

Cars are selling in South Africa 
iin large and increasing numbers. 
t In my opinion, too, there is cer-

Measurementa have been made 
of the amplitude and periodicity 
of the vibrations of the ground set 
up by 11) a falling weight; (2) 
stationary engines and machines; 
(3) the passage of a heavy motor- 
vehicle over definite obstacles; (4) 
the passage of various types of 
motor-vehicles over ordinary roads; 
and (5) the passage of an electric 
train. 


{1 was found that the vibrations 
varied with the state of consolida- 
tion of the ground; and that the 
presence of a pit 7 ft. deep, 13 ft. 
6 in. wide, and 20 ft. long, be- 
tween the source of vibration and 
the instrument, caused no appreci- 
able change in the amplitude or 
frequency of vibration recorded. 


Experiments were made to deter- 
mine the variation in amplitude 
and frequency of vibrations trans- 
mitted, due to the passage of a 
heavy motor-vehicle over definite 
obstacles, with the distance from 
the vehicle, due to the effect of 
tyres of different resilience, and 
with the speed of the vehicle. It 
was established that the frequency 
of vibration of a road-surface is 
greatly increased when the load 
carried places abnormal stress on 
the rubber tyre of a vehicle, Vibra- 
tions of considerable amplitude are 
set up when the wheel drops into 
a pothole, and particularly when the 
pothole is immediately preceded by 
fi projection on the road-surface as 
commonly occurs in practice. The 
frequency of vibration of the road- 
surface set up by the passage of a 
wheel at a particular speed remains 
practically constant when the toad- 
ing of the tyre is within the normal. 
In connection with moter vehicles, 
no effect which could be directly 
attributed to want of balance in 
the driving-mechanism of the 
vehicle was evident in the records 
obtained. Examples of the re- 
cords obtained by the passage of 
electric trains show that the 
principal vibrations recorded are 
those due to the passage of the 
wheels of the train over the rall- 
Joints. 

‘From the observations made 
It appears that the vertical vibra- 
tion of n building is substantially 
the same in beth amplitude and 
frequency os that of the ground 
immediately benenth the building 
and around it, as there Is no 
evidence to indicate that the masa

Spark ‘Plugs In 
Chevrolets 


W.L.W. writes:—“I would like | 
you to clear up a_ little argument 
that has risen with my friends in 
reference to ignition clearances on 
a 1926 Chevrolet car. 1] claim that 
the ear will idle better with a spark 
plug setting pf .028 of an inch 
than with an opening of .018in. 
That is, of course, presuming that 
the ignition, compression, and car- 
burettor are O.K. Is it not “the 
theory of plug and breaker point 
setting that widening the gap of 
either will correct missing at low 
speeds, and closing up the gap will 
correct missing at high speeds 7” 

In general you are correct all 
the way through. The recom- 
mended setting of the spark plugs 
in Chevrolet cars is .028 to .080 of 


AUTOMOBILE CLUBS 


Note of N ovelty 
Struck 


Amongst the many institu- 
tions that man has crented, the 
association of various individuals 
sharing in common some politi- 
cal, economic or cultural tendency 
who band themselves together to 
protect their particular interests 
or in order to have the means of 
a direct exchange of ideas, is 
typical. Association in itself 
presupposes the existence of a

lay the foundation of their 
alliance. 


an inch; a closer setting will result 
in less satisfactory idling than the 
wider setting. Closing up the gap 
will not always correct missing at 
high speeds; you will recognise, of 
course, that there are many con- 
ditions which may exist to cause 
missing at high speed, which could 
not be corrected by merely reducing 
the plug or breaker point gap. 
When running with an open throttle 
your compression will be higher 
than when running with a closed 
or partially closed throttle, except 
al extremely high speed. Natural- 
ly, it is more difficult for the spark 
to jump under such conditions. 
Aljso, at high speed the spark coil 
has less time in which to build up 
to its full voltage, and, consequent- 


ly, the spark is not quite so strong. 


These two conditions unite to bear 
out your contention that operation 
is better at high speeds, when the 
breaker and plug points are set a 
little closer than usual. Setting 
the breaker points closer than usual 
increases the length of time that 
the points are closed, and decreases 
the time that they are open. At 
high speed this is very desirable, 
because fast operation reduces the 
length of time that the coil has for 
building up. 


Knock in a Dodge 


“our” writes:—"I have a ‘four- 
cylinder Dodge car that has now 
done many thousands of miles. 
Recently [ had this car overhauled, 
block reground, and fitted with 
oversize pistons. On assembly the 
engine ran beautifully for about 
500 miles, but after that it develop- 
ed a very bad spark knock on hills. 
I cleaned out the carbon, and re- 
seated the valves, but this did not 
seem to relieve the position at all. 
Then I tried installing an extra 
cylinder head gasket, thinking that 
the extra size of the ‘bore had in- 
creased the compression ratio too 
much. This also has had no effect. 
If J retard the ignition enough to 
stop the knock the engine becomes 
very sluggish, and will not run at 
all well. I might also add that the 
engine runs very hot. It acts as 
though the circulation was partly 
stopped. Could this condition be 
causing the knock?” 


Poor circulation or radiatiton 
could quite easily cause the knock. 
Detonation is caused not alone by 
high pressure, but also by high 
temperatures. In view of the fact 
that your engine has been in ser- 
vice for some time, I think it is 
very likely that the interior of the 
water jacketa is coated with a 
lime deposit. This lime deposit 
would act as an insulator, and pre- 
vent the heat from the combus- 
tion chamber being carried away 
by the water as it should. You 
can remove this lime deposit by 
taking off the radiator and cover- 
ing the lower inlet to the engine 
with a sheet of rubber cut from an 
old tube. Then into the upper 
connection of the engine pour a 
solution of muriatic acid and water, 
using one pint of acid to the gallon 
of water. It might be as well to 
check and see what quantity of 
water the engine will hold before 
putting in any of the acid. With 
this solution in the cooling system, 
start the engine, and run ft until it 
becomes very hot, but do not bring 
it to boiling point. Then let it 
stand until practically cooled off, 
and then bring it to near boiling 
point again. Repeat this two or 
three times. Then remove the 
rubber stop from the lower outlet, 
solution to flush 
Then with water, preferably 

pressure, flush out the 
cylinder block and head. The 
reason for disconnecting the 
radiator {s that the acid solution 
may attack part of the construc- 
tion and cause leaks. The 
solution Is used by som= repair 
shops for removing lime from 
radiators, but has to be used very 
carefully or the radiator will be- 
eome damaged. -In giving you 
this suggestion for the use of the 
acid, we presume that. you have 
urcady Arled washing out the 
syatem with washing soda and 
water. If you have not tried soda 
and weler you should try that 
frat, a3 the washing soda is very 
effectual dn removing ‘practleally 
any kind of deposit with the ox- 
coption of Ime, dt takes the acid 
to remove the Ile. «

This preamble is necessary in 
order to explain how some quite 
‘original clubs have sprung up in 
certain countries.

and aims all their own. = This 
type of club brings together the 
owners of a given make of car, 
‘owners who find in their common 
preference for the same type of 
vehicle the starting 
numerous genial and pleasant 
activities. 

Similar Tastes 

The fact of having chosen one 
particular make of car rather 
than another from among the 
large number now on the market, 
may be considered as a token 
that in the great mass of human 
society there are individuals who 
have a natural similarity of 
judgment, taste.and likings; this 
means that the mental and sen- 
timental process through which 
all our decisions must pass has, 
in these cases, sprung from the 
same conclusive act. It is evi- 
dent that only a perfect article 
could call up such a fund of en- 
thusiasm and such unanimity of 
opinion concerning it, necessary 
to the startiny and development 
of such institutions, which could 
not thrive 
and disappointed people. 

Fiat clubs are a_ typical 
example of this kind of thing. 
These Clubs are not as yet very 
numerous in Europe, but in the 
East they flourish. The first 
article of their statute classifies 
them; one must own a Fiat car 
in order to become a member; no 
other conditions, either of na- 
tionality, religion or political ten- 
dencies are imposed.

Amongst the many Fiat clubs 
in existence overseas, that of 
Sydney (Australia) deserves spe- 
cial mention, both for the large 
number of its members and for 
the many well-planned pro- 
grammes and ideas that have 
been successfully carried out. 
This Club not only represents a 
solid and significative centre of 
industrial solidarity, but, thanks 
to its ‘Officers, has become the 
best tutor of the varied interests 
of Fiat owners, who are no longer 
left to rely on their own means, 
but are conscious of having a 
strong and authoritative organ- 
isation behind them. Further, 
and this is a very pleasant side 
of its activities, the Club has got 
up various outings, excursions, 
coinpetitions, sports meetings, 
etc. in order to bring members 
and their families more together.

MOTOR’S LIFE 


Three Engineering 
Developments 


Few motorists recognise the im- 
portance of three engineering de- 
velopments which play a major role 
in adding thousands of miles to the 
Hfe of their motors, according to 
the jocal Studebaker dealer (the 
Hong Kong Hotels Garage). 

They are the oil filler, the crank- 

case ventilator, and the thermostat 
which controls the circulation of 
water through the couling system of 
all Studebaker cars. 
! “These three trusty watchdogs of 
engine performance assume new 
importance in cold weather,” de- 
clares the manager of the Hong 
Kong Uotels Garage, “for then 
the conditions of engine opera- 
tion are more severe, and the 
value of these safeguards becomes 
increasingly important. 

“All three devices combine to 
serve one purpose, thal of guarding 
the oi] which is the bloodstream of 
the motor’s life. The first watch- 
dog is the oi] filter. Often small 


{specks of carbon, liny metal scrap- 


ings too small to be caught by the 
ordinary oil screen, or other impur- 
ities yet into the crankcase, 
Through the action of the filter 
many of these impurities are re- 
moved from the gil flow and never 
ipermitted ta reach the vital parts. 
Oil Dilution 

“The oil filler thus cleanses the 
lubricant maintaining a steady low 
of pure oil to cylinders, bearings, 
jand the pipes through which it is 
pumped. But it cannot prevent the 
development of another source of 
jtrouble which used to raise havoc ! 
with the engine, namely, oit dilu- 
tion. 

“The crankcase ventilator is the 
remedy for that. One of the inevit- 
able conditions of engine operation 
is the presence In the crankcase of a 
certain amount of petrol vapour 
which escapes down past the pis- 
tons, This vapour and others 
which develop as a consequence of 
the extremely high temperatures of 


‘engine operation have a tendency toe 


condense. If this occurs to any 
great extent the lubricating quality 
of the oil is affected, and water and 
sulphur compounds may form in 
the crankcase and exercise a cor- 
roding effect on the bearings and 
other parts of the moter. 

“Thus it is important to provide 
some means for carrying off these 
vapours before they condense and 
start their destructive work. The 
crankcase ventilator does just this, 
sucking them out of the crankcase 
and passing them down under the 
ear through a metal pipe so that 
none af the objectionable order 
gets into the interior of the car. 

Use of the Choke 

“Now we come to the water ther- 
Mmostat, which does still another im- 
portant job, particularly in cold 
weather. Starting a cold motor 
often requires the use of the choke. 
Sometimes it is necessary tu use 
the choke for a time until the motor 
warms up. The thermostat reduces 
thiy use of the choke by cutting 
down the time required to warm up 
‘the motor. It accomplishes this 
by preventing the circulation 
of water in the cooling sys- 
tem until a certain predetermined 
temperature has been reached. 
Then it opens automatically and 
helps to maintain a constant tem- 
perature for maximum operating 
efficiency. 

“By reducing the use of the choke 
it also serves to cut down the 
amount of petrol vapour which gets 
past the pistons, and reduces oil 
dilution brought about by exten-

Another. clear lesson of boat 
race history is that each side has 
jwriods of victory, and therefore 
we should not cheaply accuse the 
Josera of decadence. After Ox- 
ford’s first victory in 1829 we find 
a run of Cambridge victories; Ox- 
ford went ahead in the sixties and 
!the nineties with runs of nine suc- 
cessive wins; Cambridge has now 
‘scored five times running = since 
1923, as Oxford did prior to 1914. 
The truth probably is that a 
couple of victories gives prestige 
and popularity to the Boat Club 
land thus increases both numbers 
and vonfidence; if also means that 
‘the victorious ‘Varsity is probably 
{fortunate in its generation of 
coaches, including College couches, 
and that probably there is some 
fone directing personality—a Haig 
Thomas or Escombe, a Mclean.

Supremacy of Eton 

If one can ascribe any parti- 
cular advantages to either side 
they would possibly be the fellow- 
ing: Cambridge Colleges are on an 
average twice as large in number 
asx Oxford Colleges, and therefore 
put on more crews; but the Ox- 
ford Honours Course in Classics 
takes normally four years against 
an average residence of three 
years at Cambridge, and this ac- 
counts for the existence of a large 
number of Oxford men who have 
; taken part in four victories where- 
as Cambridge can only produce 
one coxswain with this distinction. 
R. C. Bourne, now M.P. for Ox- 
ford, stroked four winning Oxford 
crews, 1909-12. The supremacy of 
Eton rowing in the days of Warre 
and de Havilland helped Oxford, 
which, prior to 1914 had 153 Old 
Etonian Blues, as compared with 
87 at Cambridge. The excellence 
of Radley, Shrewsbury, and other 
schools of late years has kept up 
the standard of recruits, but Ox- 
ford no longer has “a junior eight 
in training at Eton; in the best 
of the post-war 'Varsity crews, 
however, as for example both Ox- 
ford and Cambridge in 1921 and 
Cambridge in 1924, the Etonian 
element has done much for rhythm 
and watermanship.
